To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Brimaeombe  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Birth  Rate  rose  from  11.5  to  13.2. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  fell  from  32.4  to  16.3. 

The  Death  Rate  fell  slightly  from  14.2  to  14.0. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  fell  from  14.4  to  0. 

There  were  no  Maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  fell  from  57  to  54. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  stayed  much  the  sameJlO  (1962), 

9 (1963). 

Coronary  artery  disease  accounted  for  49  deaths,  the  same  as 
last  year. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  food  poisoning  were 
notified. 

Measles 


During  the  year  there  was  a small  cyclical  outbreak  of  measles 
in  the  district.  Eighty  cases  were  notified  and  four  were 
serious  enough  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 

It  appears  that  immunisation  against  this  disease  will  soon 
be  possible  so  that  we  may  hope  one  more  infectious  disease  will 
be  overwhelmed  by  the  tide  of  medical  progress. 

Scarlet  Fever 


The  small  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  is  of 
interest.  At  one  time  this  was  a very  serious  disease  indeed 
with  often  grave  complications.  For  various  reasons  associated 
with  greatly  improved  social  conditions  and  new  drugs,  the 
severity  of  the  disease  has  steadily  declined  to  a relatively 
mild  form. 

Scarlet  fever  is,  of  course,  but  one  manifestation  of 
infection  by  the  haemolytic  streptococcus  and  the  true  extent 
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of  streptococcal  infection  is  not  really  reflected  in  the  notific- 
ations . 

Prophylaxis  - 

Once  again  I must  emphasise  that  because  of  the  great  fall 
in  incidence  of  the  serious  diseases  such  as  smallpox,  diphtheria 
and  poliomyelitis,  we  must  never  be  complacent  and  allow  the 
programmes  of  immunisation  to  decrease.  The  wall  of  prophylaxis 
must  be  kept  intact. 

With  full  programmes  of  vaccination  against  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tuberculosis  and  poliomyelitis  we 
are  beginning  to  see  the  end  of  a collection  of  disease  responsible 
for  an  enormous  amount  of  disfigurement,  maiming  and  death. 

- and  Problems 


But  as  groups  of  diseases  are  overcome,  new  groups  take  their 
place . 

Heart  disease,  and  crippling  emotional  disorders  are  on  a 
rising  tide. 

At  both  ends  of  the  life  scale  certain  problems  are  attending 
the  improvement  in  survival.  Children  who  would  have  died 
previously  often  survive  with  perhaps  various  degrees  of  handicap, 
mental  or  physical,  or  perhaps  both.  The  expectation  of  life, 
especially  in  the  case  of  women,  is  increased  by  advances  in 
medical  science.  The  problem  of  supplying  the  needs  of  the 
aged  becomes  more  'acute  each  year. 

Cancer 


It  has  been  advocated  that  the  public  ought  to  be  ^iven  a 
certain  amount  of  Health  Education  in  order  that  they  may  recognize 
the  earliest  signs  of  cancer  and  so  seek  treatment  while  the 
disease  is  in  a stage  where  its  removal  is  likely  to  be 
successful . 

However,  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  knowledge  of  the 
early  signs  of  cancer  will  in  fact  help.  'There  are  many  cases 
of  women  doctors  and  nurses  who,  in  spite  of  knowing  virtually 
all  there  is  to  know  about  early  signs,  delay  their  own  treatment 
because  of  fear. 

The  main  problem  is  to  dispel  the  feeling  of  panic  which  at 
the  moment  all  too  frequently  follows  the  diagnosis  of  malignancy. 

MENTAL  HEALTH: 

"For  good  or  ill"  - 

It  is  a form  of  wishful  thinking  and  serious  self  deception 
to  speak  of  the  great  advances  in  the  prevention  of  mental  ill- 
health.  The  amount  known  about  the  causes  of  mental  disease 
is  pathetically  small  and  until  the  causes  are  known  it  is  idle  to 
pontificate  on  the  measures  for  prevention. 

- at  work , home , - 

►Socio-economic  factors  clearly  play  their  part  in  the 
preservation  of  good  mental  health.  Happy,  satisfying  conditions 
at  work  and  at  home  are  much  more  important  than  the  size  of  the 
income  or  its  reflection  in  material  possessions. 
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In  this  world  of  tensions  two  of  the  most  dangerous  factors 
to  the  health  and  life  of  a man  are  a stupid,  frustrating  boss 
and  a nagging  dissatisfied  wife. 

- and  in  retirement . 


We  are  in  the  midst  of  a changing  social  pattern.  More  and 
more  leisure  is  being  acquired  without  proper  education  for  it. 
Depending  on  the  psychological  make-up  aimless,  vacuous  leisure 
can  be  as  harmful  as  the  stress  due  to  overwork. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  stress  of  boredom  when  retirement 
is  imposed  on  certain  fit  and  active  persons  may  be  a killer. 

One  can  in  fact  be  bored  to  death. 

A new  sort  of  education  will  be  needed  for  the  highly 
leisured  life  that  seems  to  be  just  around  the  corner. 

A non-diminishing  scourge. 

Great  emphasis  has  been  laid  in  the  last  ten  years  on  the 
undoubted  association  between  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  lung 
cancer.  There  is  an  equally  close  association  between  cigarette 
smoking  and  coronary  artery  disease,  and  chronic  bronchitis. 
Efforts  have,  and  still  arebeing  made,  to  stop  children  ever 
beginning  to  smoke.  There  is  little  evidence  that  this  is  being 
successful;  and  indeed  how  can  it  be  so.  How  can  a few 
educational  posters  succeed  when  children  are  daily  exposed  to 
the  living  example  of  their  elders. 

Dangerous  drugs  and  poisons 

It  is  worthwhile  repeating  that  each  year  children  are 
becoming  ill  through  accidentally  taking  medicines  prescribed 
for  others.  It  is  most  important  that  all  drugs,  pills, 
tablets,  gaily  coloured  capsules  and  liquids  should  be  kept  in 
a locked  cupboard  out  of  the  reach  of  children. 

Eurthermore,  poisons  of  any  sort,  especially  lead,  should 
be  excluded  from  the  paint  of  children's  toys.  Children  can 
never  be  prevented  from  gnawing  at  any  objects  they  can  get  hold 
of. 


CARAVAN  3ITE  DEVELOPMENT 


The  Isle  of  Wight  continues,  by  its  beauty,  to  attract  more 
and  more  holiday-makers  especially  in  caravans  and  tents.  In  a 
monthly  report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  East  Wight  he 
commented  on  a small  facet  of  the  problem.  At  the  time  of  his 
survey  the  total  camping  population  in  the  Whitecliff  Bay  area 
was  1786  Tents,  1700  Caravans  and  506  Chalets  with  a total 
population  of  3992.  The  map  on  p . 5 reproduced  by  kind 
permission  of  the  County  Planning  Officer,  gives  a slight  idea 
of  the  extent  of  the  development. 

In  addition,  the  demand  for  residential  accommodation  is 
growing  and  throwing  a great  strain  upon  the  necessary  services 
especially  sewage  treatment.  One  is  astonished  at  the  rate 
of  expansion  of  villages  in  the  district  and  its  financial 
implications .

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  water  supplies  over  the  whole  area  are  provided  by 
the  Isle  of  Wight  Water  Board,  an  Authority  which  is  responsible 
for  supplies  to  the  whole  Island.  During  the  year  no  complaints 
were  received  by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Rural 
District  Council. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Public  conveniences  are  provided  at  Bembridge , Brading , Niton 
and  Godshill,  All  public  conveniences  are  small  and  are  main- 
tained by  part-time  attendants. 

The  small  private  convenience  at  Lane  End,  Bembridge,  became 
unserviceable  during  the  year  and  it  was  closed. 

There  is  evidence  of  a need  for  a convenience  in  this  area. 

The  arrangement  for  the  public  to  use  conveniences  at  the 
Buddie  Inn,  Niton,  continued  to  function  without  difficulty. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Main  sewerage  systems  are  provided  at  Apse  Heath,  Erading, 
Bembridge,  Blackgang,  Chillerton,  Godshill,  Niton  and  Whitwell.

To  small  sewage  purification  works. 

Since  the  new  scheme  came  into  operation 
in  1959,  all  sewage  from  the  Village  has 
discharged  by  way  of  the  sea  outfall  at  Ethel 
Point.  The  holder  tank  in  the  Lane  End 

Outfall  has  proved  very  satisfactory  in 
operation. 

Owing  to  considerable  development  in  the 
Brading  area,  the  S.D.  Works  in  Wall  Lane, 
have  been  giving  some  trouble. 

This  works  serves  the  Northern  part  of  the 
Parish,  and  when  t bey  were  reconstructed  some 
10  years  ago,  it  was  realised  that  owing  to 
site  limitations,  the  works  would  not  be 
capable  of  much  additional  loading. 

During  1963/64  it  was  becoming  increasingly 
obvious  that  this  increased  load  was  beyond 
the  capacity  of  the  present  plant. 

The  new  scheme  for  the  Southern  part  of  the 
Parish  oomprises  a system  discharging  to  a 
Pumping  Station  at  Morton,  from  where  sewage 
is  pumped  to  the  Sandown/ohanklin  sewage 
disposal  plant. 

Sewage  discharges  into  a tank  at  the  head  of 
the  Chine  from  where  it  is  pumped  to  a disposal 
works  at  some  distance  from  the  inhabited 
area. 


Chillerton:  To  settlement  tanks  and  land  irrigation 

system.  This  functions  without  trouble 
but  cannot  be  considered  as  meeting  the 
demands  set  by  modern  standards, 

Godshill : To  sewage  disposal  works.  This  plant 

is  approaching  the  stage  when  enlargement 
will  have  to  be  considered.

To  disposal  works.  This  plant  is  approach- 
ing the  stage  when  enlargement  will  have  to 
be  considered.  During  the  year  the  sludge 
drying  beds  were  reconstructed  and  enlarged.

These  small  plants  are  desludged  at  intervals  of  6-9  months 
and  give  rise  to  very  little  trouble. 


A system  of  drainage  serving  a few  cottages  in  Highwood  Lane, 
Rookley,  discharges  into  a settlement  tank  and  thence  by  means 
of  an  effluent  drain  into  a watercourse. 

REPUSE  COLLECTION 


The  refuse  collection  service  continues  to  function  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  The  service  covers  the  whole  district. 

A weekly  collection  is  given  in  the  Parishes  of  Bembridge  and 
Brading  and  a fortnightly  collection  in  all  other  parts  of  the 
district.

This  tip  receives  a very  large  amount  of  trade  and  other 
waste.  To  supplement  the  attendant  it  has  been  necessary  to  hire 
a.  Traxcavator  for  periodical  assistance. 
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Litter  Baskets 

Requests  for  the  provision  of  additional  litter  baskets 
still  increase  and  during  the  holiday  period  dealing  with  litter 
is  becoming  a serious  problem.  In  a spread-out  rural  area  where 
there  is  only  a fortnightly  refuse  collection,  very  considerable 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  giving  the  necessary  attention  to 
litter  baskets. 

Emptying  of  litter  baskets  is  still  carried  out  by  local 
labour  who  are  paid  a small  remuneration  for  these  duties.  With 
such  a system  troubles  are  inevitable  as  the  office  has  not  got 
an  effective  control  of  labour.  The  time  is  approaching  when 
a more  comprehensive  scheme  will  have  to  be  put  into  operation. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING-  SERVICE 


The  Council  do  not  own  a cesspool  emptier  but  hire  a 
machine  when  required  from  Ryde,  Sandown  or  Ventnor.  A routine 
service  is  not  in  operation  but  pits  are  emptied  upon  application; - 

(a)  If  they  have  not  been  emptied  within  the  last 
12  months. 

(b)  If  they  are  overflowing  or  are  likely  to  overflow 
in  the  near  future. 

As  we  have  to  depend  on  hiring  from  other  Authorities  there 
are  times  when  we  have  no  machine  available  for  urgent  work. 

Delays  are,  therefore,  unavoidable  and  although  they  are  kept  to 
a minimum,  there  have  been  occasions  when  pits  have  been  awaiting 
attention  for  several  weeks.  The  total  demands  on  the  R.D.C. 
are  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  purchase  of  an  emptying  machine.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 


Eight  caravan  licences  were  issued,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  these  applied  for  the  same  period  for 
which  planning  approval  was  held.  Negotiations,  mainly  between 
the  Planning  Authority  and  the  Site  Operators'  representative 
continued  upon  the  granting  of  permanent  planning  approval. 

The  new  Act  has  made  considerable  changes  in  the  control  of 
caravan  sites  and  much  time  has  been  spent  in  negotiation,  but 
one  is  forced  to  wonder  whether  any  more  effective  control  than 
tnat  of  Section  269  now  operates.

WATER 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  30.9  inches  and  the  average 
water  consumption  for  the  'West  Wight  area  was  599,249  gallons 
per  day. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  water  supplies  were  examined  for 
bacteriological  analysis,  of  which  one  was  classifed  as 
unsatisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  total  length  of  new  main  extensions 
provided  by  the  Isle  of  Wight  Water  Board  in  the  Rural  District 
was  2,567  yards,  and  included  933  yards  of  6"  main  in  the 
Totland  - Yarmouth  road  to  improve  supplies  to  the  Hill  Cross 
and  Norton  areas. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Public  conveniences  are  provieed  at  Preshwater  Bay, 
Freshwater  (2),  Totland,  Totland  Bay,  Colwell,  and  Alum  Bay 
(by  arrangement  with  the  Needles  Hotel).  All  the  conveniences 
are  well  maintained  by  a full-time  attendant. 

Public  conveniences  (chemical  disposal  type)  are  provided 
at  Compton  Bay.  These  are  maintained  by  a part-time  attendant.

Small  sewage  purification  plants  are  provided  at  Porchfield, 
Thorley  and  Newbridge  Housing  Estates,  and  there  is  a small 
sewage  purification  plant  at  Alum  Bay  dealing  with  the  drainage 
of  the  public  conveniences,  The  Needles  Hotel  and  Tea  Rooms. 

Tinstone  Chine  Sewer  Diversion 

Work  has  been  completed  on  the  diversion  of  the  sewer  serving 
the  Golden  Hill,  Monks  and  Brambles  district.  The  Tinstone 
Chine  sea-outfall  has  been  repaired  for  the  discharge  of  excess 
storm  water  only,  foul  sewage  being  conveyed  to  the  main 
Freshwater  18"  diameter  sewer  at  Norton. 


Freshwater  and  Totland 


There  has  been  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  dwellings 
erected  in  these  Parishes  during  the  past  five  years,  and  an 
expansion  of  hotels,  holiday  camps  and  caravan  sites.  A 
considerable  number  of  the  older  houses  now  have  improved  sanitatio 
bathrooms  etc.  Outline  planning  permission  has  been  given  to 
several  areas  for  residential  development,  and  the  need  for  a 
comprehensive  redesigning  of  the  sewage  system  must  be  given 
serious  consideration. 

Excepting  for  small  modifications  and  installations  of  new 
pumps  at  auxiliary  pumping  stations,  and  the  provision  of  storm 
water  overflows,  the  system  is  very  much  the  same  as  it  was 
originally  designed  and  completed  more  than  sixty  years  ago. 

Totland  sewer  sea  outfall  is  badly  affected  by  corrosion  and 
will  have  to  be  renewed  or  replaced  by  a pumping  station.  The 
Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  been  instructed  to  make  a 
survey  of  the  district  and  advise  on  the  most  practical  and 
economic  means  of  modernising  the  whole  system  of  sewage  disposal. 

Newbridge 

The  absence  of  a main  sewer  in  this  village  erected  on  a hill- 
side mainly  of  clay  makes  it  difficult  for  existing  houses  to  be 
provided  with  modern  sanitation  and  to  permit  the  erection  of 
new  houses.  The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  been 
instructed  to  submit  a report  upon  the  provision  of  a sewage 
scheme  for  the  village. 

REFUTE  COTTECTION 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Parishes 
of  Freshwater,  Totland  and  Yarmouth,  and  a fortnightly  collection 
in  all  other  Parishes  in  the  West  Wight.  Refuse  is  deposited 
by  controlled  tipping  on  the  land  reclamation  area  on  the  East 
bank  of  the  River  Yar  Estuary  at  Yarmouth,  the  disused  claypit 
in  Copse  Tane,  Freshwater,  the  disused  claypits  between  Copse 
Tane  and  Golden  Hill  Fort,  and  at  Churchills  quarry,  Shalfleet.
